Twelve known dead, four seriously in- 
jured, more than a dozen houses, 
barns aud mills demolished, twenty 
miles of the Appalachian division of 
the Southern railway made impassa- 
ble with parts washed away, and 
thousands of acres of farm  Isnd 
ruined, constitute the toll of the 
most disastrous cloudburst ever re- 
called in this section. It appeared to 
have its center near Hunter, Siam 
and Carden’s Bluff, and on Little 
Stony creek and Blue Springs creek, 
where a house, in which were two 
families, went to pieces, taking nine 
lives.

About $50, Against

in Other Cities. 


Atlanta spent more to educate each 
child in public schools during the 
scholastic year which ended June 1 
than any other of the five largest 
cities in Georgia, and spent nearly 
tour times as muck in all ag Augusta. 
the next most liberal city in school 
support, it was revealed in figures 
made public Saturday. 

Atlanta’s total expenditure for 
school operating expenses, exclusive 
of all outlay for buildings, grounds, 
permanent equipment and the like, 
was $2,303,000 for the year ending 
June 1, according to vouchers in the 
city comptroller’s office. 

The actual number of pupils en- 
rolled had not been determined Sat- 
urday at the census and attendance 
department of the school system, 
where work of consolidating reports 
from the more than 50 schools was in 
progress, 

Over 47,000 Pupils. 

An estimate of 47,000 pupils for the 
year, exclusive of special and part-time 
school work, made by the census di- 
rector at the close of school last week. 
was the only available figure, On that 
basis, Atlanta spent $40.94 to edu- 
cate each child in the school system. 

Augusta spent $43.70 on each pupil, 
according to the report by Superin- 
tendent Lawton B. Evans, who an- 
nounced that a total of $590,000 had 
been spent during the year to educate 
13,900 pupils. 

Macon spent $52.33 on each pupil, 
according to report by Superintendent 
C. H. Bruce, who announced that 
$469,000 had been spent during the 
year to educate 14,50U pupils. 

Savannah spent $28.25 on each 
pupil, according to Superintendenc 
Curleton B, Gibson, who anneunced 
tnat $432,000 had been spent to ed- 
ucate 16,000 pupils, the next largest 
errollment to that of the Atlanta 
school system. , 

Columbus Spent $40. 

Columbus was reported to have 

spent $40 on each pupil during the 
year, although the total cost and total 
enrollment figures were not made 
public. 
The cost per pupil in Atlanta 
sehools was a point of disagreement 
between Superintendent Willis A. Sut- 
ten and Alderman W. B. Hartsfield, 
author of the charter amendment. 
zimed to abolish the present school 
board. 

Superintendent Sutton, at the close 
uf school last week, had estimated At- 
lunta’s cost per pupil to be about $41 
on a basis of 52,000 enrollment. The 
tutal operating cost computed in the 
city comptroller’s office was $2,303,- 
(0 for the year, which would have 
made a per pupil cost of $44.30, eveu 
cn the basis of 52,000 enrollment. 

Estimate Questioned. 

Alderman Hartsfield questioned 
the 52,000 estimate as a true basis for 
computing the cost per pupil, de- 
claring it included’ special classes 
at which adults spent two or three 
hours a week for a limited period 
during the year. Such class enroll- 
ments, he contended, had the effect of 
sharply decreasing the estimated cost 
per pupil for the entire system. The 
cost, he said, should be figured on the 
basis of pupils enrolled for regular 
school work. 

The larger cost of Atlanta’s schools, 

regardless of the basis. of figuring 
the cost, was attributed by school 
authorities to superior quality of edu- 
cation offered in Atlanta schocis and 
higher cost of living, which has forced 
a higher teachers’ salary scale in At- 
lanta than in any other city in the 
state, 
Comparative figures on teachers’ 
salaries were not available at the 
school department, but it was stated 
that they are largely in excess of 
those paid in the smaller cities of 
Georgia. 

Junior Highs Expensive. 
Junior high schools were cited as 
another cause of higher costs. Classes 
are smaller in junior high schools 
than in elementary schools and the 
cost per pupil is higher as a result. 
‘The junior high schools were de- 
clared, however, to be a_ necessity. 
Figures were advanced showing sharp 
reduction in the number of failures in 
junior high echool grades this year as: 
compared to the same grades last 
vear before they were separated into 
the junior high schools, which include 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades. 
Fewer students drop out gf school 
during those years, it was shown. 
Adjustment classes for children who 
are deficient in their class work was 
cnaid to be another cause of the higher 
cost. Children behind in any subjects 
or all subjects in their grades are 
tJaced in small special classes in 
which they make up the work in 
which they are deficient and are. thus 
soved from failure. This was said at 
the same time to insure a saving for 
next year, because there were fewer 
failures this year and fewer children 
will have to repeat an entire years 
work next year.

DIES AFTER ILLNESS 


Tokio, June 14-—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—-A statement square- 
ly oppossing anti-American demon- 
strations as a means of expressing 
disapproval of the new United States 
immigration law barring» Japanese, 
Was issued today by Masahiro Ota, the 
new chief of the Tokio police bureau. 

Ota is a political appointee and the 
statement was his first since installa- 
tion under the new ministerial re- 
gime.

“Incitement to violence and law

Down in Macon county, where a 
large proportion of Georgia’s famous 
peaches are grown, has been devel- 
oped a new industry, with an import- 
ant fncome producing capacity this 
year. The story of this new indus- 
trial development for Georgia was 
lt ought to Atlanta Saturday by 
George M. Chastain, vice president of 
the Georgia State bank of Montezuma, 
county seat of Macon county. 
Macon county people have estab- 
lished four plants for the making of 
commercial peach juice. According 


to Mr. Chastain, there is a constant

The juice is 

sold in two conditions, plain and con- 

centrated at a price said to be highly 

satisfactory to the peach growers. 
Many By-Products. 

The juice is used for canning pur- 
poses, for making jams and jellies, for 
flavoring extracts and for making 
soft drinks. The by-products, after 
the juice has been taken out, are al- 
most as yaluable as the juice itself. 
The meat of the peach is made into 
what is Known as a “cold pack,” 
which keeps fresh indefinitely and is 
used for making tomato paste and 
Then there is also a pulp by-product, 
from which peach butter is made. By 
addition of other fruit juices, such as 
blackberry, marmalades are made. 
The seed.is also used, the kernels giv- 
ing prussic acid and almond paste. 
The seeds are then put through ma- 
chinery, which. transforms. them into 


a high-grade charcoal, with 
still another val e by-product in 
the form of an important chemical 
gas. 

After-the peach season is over, the 
same machinery and plants will be 
used for makin gtgmato paste and 
asparagus paste, used in soups. 

This new development is pioneer 
work for Georgia, says Mr. Chastain. 
It is already proven a profitable en- 
terprise in Macon county and holds 
promise as a big revenue-producer for 
the state in the near future. 


Georgia Has Monopoly. 

Mr. Chastain states that Georgia 
should almost have a monopoly of 
this industry, inasmuch as J. A. Has 
sell, chemica] engineer in charge of 
all Macon county plants, states that 
the California peach is too dry and 
has not enough sugar to be used suc- 
cessfully in this way. 

In Montezuma there are thee of 
these plants, one a  co-operatively- 
owned enterprise known as the Monte- 
zuma Fruit Products company; one 
is operatcd by McKenzie Brothers, 
and the third, not yet quite completed, 
is being erected by a New York con- 


cern, tge Atlantic Orchards corpora- 


tion. 
Mr. Chastain, besides the prominent

“Work on the memorial is going

carving,’ the statement declares. 
“The whole object of the court pro- 
' ceeding was to enable the association 
to keep on with the work. So far 
from halting the work, the court pro- 
| ceeding did just the opposite. 

‘In the present stage, the work 

on the mountain consists of prelim- 
inary earving on the heads of Presi- 
dent Jefferson ‘Davis and General 
Stonewall Jackson, and of the re 
moval of granite in the great area be- 
tween General Lee and President 
Davis. Both these lines of work are 
going along well. The size of this 
area is large enough to permit use of 
explosives under direction of an ex- 
perf. 
“While the work goes forward on 
the mountain, the association's plans 
for the Stone Mountain Memorial 
half-dollar are also developing rapidly. 
The finished models for both sides of 
the half-dollar were submitted this 
week to the director of the mint in 
Washington and approved by him. 
We hope to get the first coins from 
the mint at a very early date. 

“Orders for Stone Mountain Me- 
morial half-dollars are pouring into 
memorial headquarters by every mall.

State’s Big Fish Hatchery 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 
Few Georgians know anything 


about one of the most fascinating un- 
dertakings which Uncle Sam hag {o- 
cated in Georgia—the federal fish 
hatchery at Warm Springs. No more 
interesting and beautiful establish- 
ment can be found than thie, and but 
few which are doing so valuable a 
work for the conservation and pro- 
tection of the God-given natural re- 
sources which have made America the 
richest nation of the globe. 

Some weeks ago, Peter 8S. Twitty, 
state commissioner of game and fish, 
led a party of visitors to this hatch- 
ery, where Charles A. Bullock, super- 
intendent, was met. Mr. Bullock is a 
man who has devoted his life to the 
study of fish and their habits. He is 
one of the leading authorities in the 
Tinited States on his own subject and 
he proved a fascinating talker on 
the subject he knows as an expert. 

The hatchery is located about one 
mile from the town of Warm Springs. 
Its postoffice used to be Bullochville 
-—not named after the superintendent. 
That is merely a coincidence. Re- 
cently. however, the postoffice has 
heen discontinued as Bullochville and

Habits of Bream. 

Did you know that a bream lays 
ite eggs in a nest, like a hen? Its 
true. The male fish makes the nest 
by pushing away the surface sand 
from a spot on the bottom of the 
pond, forces the female to deposit her 
egy: there, fertilizes them and then 
guards them until they hatch and the 
baby fish are big enough to be left 
to their own devices. After the eggs 
are once laid the male drives the 
female away from the nest and guards 
it himself. We saw one or two swim- 
ming slowly above their nests, dart- 
‘ing out from time to time to drive 
‘away other fish which came too close 
'for comfort. 

One of the important things wrong 
with Georgia treatment of these fish, 
we were told, is that there is no 
closed season and fishermen go out 
and catch the adults by the kundreds 
during the breeding season. As a re- 
sult, our lakes and streams are fast 
being depleted of fish. As Mr. Bul- 
lock pointed out, the fishermen will 
destroy thousands of females in the 


who expected to see his herds increase, 
but who killed off all his cows when 
they were with calf. 


Defects In Laws. 

According to Mr. Bullock there are 
six fatal defects with the present fish 
laws of the state. He lists these as 
follows: First, there is no restriction 
as to fishing for game fish during 
the season they are reproducing; sec- 
ond, .there is no limit fixed by statute 
on the number of fish that can_ be 
taken daily by the individual; third, 
there is no limit as to how small a 
fish can be taken and kept; fourth, 
there is practically no restriction as 
to seining. The present county law 
is a joke; fifth, the present law 
against dynamiting or poisoning with 
lime or otherwise is but equivalent 
to a slap on the wrist; sixth, with an 
offender arrested and proven guilty 
there is far too low a limit set as to 
the punishment, a too lenient or lax 
judge may mete out. 

Mr. Bullock recommends a closed 
season on fishing while the fish are 
reproducing. He suggests two months 
—from April 12 to June 12, but says 
it would be better to extend this 
period to July 1. When a figherman 
catches 100 adult fish during this 
period, he says it means a potential 
loss to the state of 100,000 young 
fish. 

Next, he would limit the number 
of fish any individual may catch dur- 
ing one day to about 10 adult bass, or 
20 bream or catfish, or not to exceed 
30 of all species combined. He would, 
of course, allow exceptions near the 
coast, where commercial fisheries are 
located, and in certain muddy waters 
where catfish are caught for the mar- 
ket. 

Then he would require; all fish 
caught below a certain minimum size 
to be put back immediately into the 
water. his to assure at least one

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SALARY INCREASE 


Washington, June 14.—President 
Ccolidge today crdered the revisioa 
in salaries for 480,000 government 
employees in field service to go into 
effect on July 1 despite failure of the 
bill carrying funds for the purpose 


to bécome law. 

The president's action will permit 
the increase authorized. 

President Coolicge issued the order 
efter a conference with Chairmen 
Mrdden, of the nouse apprupriations 
committee, and Wirector Lord, of the 
budget. Mr. Lord pointed out tha: 
ance it clearly was the intent of 
congress that the salaries shold be 
revised, as called for in the classi- 
fication act of 1924, any extra ap. 
propriation necessary would be ap 
proved immediately upon the convea 
ing of congress in December. 

Under the order department heads 
were instructed to apportion their ap- 
propriation so as to cover the adjust- 
ment of the compensation of the 
civilian employees in the field services 
to correspond to the rates established 
for positions in the departmental 
service in the District of Columbia. 

Field service employees whose sal- 
aries are specifically fixed by law 
will not receive the increase, but 
Director Lord said these cases are 
only 1 per cent of the total number. 

The action solved another of the 
fiscal problems facing the adminis- 
tration as the result of the failure of 
two important appropriation _ bills.

And in truth, it was a rather 
remarkable decision for Coolidge, as 
a college graduate and an adequately 
trained lawyer, to put aside a mor2y- 
making career and focus his energy 
and ability on a wholly public career. 
It was remarkable considering the 
time when the decision was made by 
Coolidge as a young man. That was 
about 25 years ago, in the late ‘90s 
of the last century, the days of Han- 
na and McKinley, which were one of 
the most materialistic eras in our his- 
tory. 

But when Coolidge turned to public 
life. he turned to it as a nevmanent 
career and dismissed the idea of a 
money-making professional career. He 
knew oxnetly what he was deine, an 
had what were to him and under his 
circumstances satisfactory reasons for 
his decisie™. 

Has Clear Grasp. 

In this matter of money and his own 
career he had thought it all*.ut and 
ue nad u perlecuy clear gfausp of tie 
fundamental philosophy of the rela- 
tion vt an individuai human being io 
the matter of making and having 
money. At leas‘, be had a clear grasp 
of one kind of philosophy about this 
surt of thing, ubd he wade that par- 
ticular philosophy his own. Also, is 
will be shown by a story I shall tell, 
he had a sound grasp on the older at- 
titude of the American people toward 
unnecessary or doubtful expenditure 
of the public funds. 

Coolidge’s attitude toward money, 
both public and private, arose out of 
his background. When Coolidge’s 
political fortunes advanced § to: the 
point where the newspaper :nen fol- 
lowing him had occasion to come into 
contact with his personal background, 
when they began to know something 
of his father, Colonel John Coolidge, 
and the latter’s circumstances, they 
discovered that Colonel Coolidge in his 
station in life is something more than 
merely a Vermont farmer and retired 
village storekeeper. In clothes and in 
his manner of living Colonel Cooldige 
practices the same simplicity as his 
son. And he practices it for exartly 
the same reason, namely. that he likes 
to live that way better than he would 
like to live some other way. 

How Coolidge Saw It. 

Once we had observed this fact, we 
could see the light it threw on Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s attitude toward money. 
President Coolidge is his father’s only 
heir. He always knew that in the 
course of time he would inherit that 


saint _ oni — i tin : 
little Vermont village fortune, — 
$1,500 to $2,500 of annual interest on | 
it (for President Coolidge, like his 
father, is one who will stick io some- 
thing like 4 per cent and safety) is not 
much, but it is the difference between 
something and nothing. . 
President Coolidge, in turn, has two 
sons, and for these sons his philosophy 
of life is the same as it was for him- 
self, namely, that a fortune is a hand- 
icap rather than an advantage. On 
the day when Coolidge was inaugurat- 
ed as president, one of his sons ‘vas 
working on a Massachusetts farm at 
ordinary field-hand wages. Coolidge 
wanted his children to have che same 


| 


attitude toward money that he himself 
had and his father had. He wanted 
them to need to work. He wanted 
them to need to save. 

The knowledge of thees circum- 
stances about Coolidge’s background 
threw a world of light on bim, his per- 
sonal relation to money, and his pub- 
lic attitude toward money. 

Here was a man who, although he 
had never earned, .unti] he became 
president more than $3,000 a year, 
except for the -years when he 
had the salary of governor of Massa- 
ehusetts, and later as vice president, 
in which offices his necessary ex- 
penses were more than appropriate to 
his salary—here was a man who had 
ne. fortune, who did not try ‘o make 
one, who was content with little, who 
kept his family in one end of a rented 
house at $35 a month rent. 

But, at the same time, here was a 
man who had a perfectly orthodox 
attitude toward money and the -ela- 
tion of government to money In his 
economics he is as sound as a banker. 
The arguments of bolsheyism bounded 
off his hard mind as if it were New 
England granite. In his mental at- 
titude, his notions about government 
and property and organized society, he 
is a pillar of the ordinary conserva- 
tive American point of view. 

It was the curious case of a man 
who very much poorer than most labor 
leaders (some offiicals of labor unions 
get salaries as high as $20,000 a year), 
who made less money year by yeat 
than most locomotive engineers, but 
who, nevertheless, believed as_ thor- 
vughly in the right of everv other man 
to make as much and keep as much 
as he could—he believed as thoroughly 
in this as he does in the tenets of the 
Congregational church. 

The primary explanation, of course, 
is that Coolidge does nof care for 
money himself and has a philosophy 
of life which probably makes him feel 
a littel sorry for men who have a 
great deal of money. Coolidge was 
in a position to have anv ideal Amer- 
ican point of view about money. That 
little Vermont fortune of thirty to 
fifty thousand dollars or so was, ac- 
cording to his personal philosophy, as 
much as he felt it would be good for 
his boys to inherit. At the same time 
it was just enough to save him from 


the fear of poverty, and from the em- ~ 

vy, or any of the other angry atti- — 

tudes toward other people's ihney = 

which stark poverty and fear of the — 

future sometimes brings to men. : 
Story of e. 

Aside from having this fundamental 
point of view, his personal philosophy 
of life, about money, Coolidge had a 
practical, commonsense and qa shrewd- 
ly cautious prevision in the field of , 
politics where politics touches money. © 
He knew that the American voter con- 
demns unnecessary poblic extravaganc® 
and vents his disapproval cn public 
officials who practice extravagance 
with the public funds. At least, the 
American voter used to have this point 
of view .at the time the events of this 
story occurred. It is one of the best 
of the stories that Coolidge’s friends 
tell about him. 

Coolidge was in the Massachusetts 
legislature in 1915, the year the San- 
Francisco fair was held. Massachu- 
setts, like most states, sent an exhib- 
it. The legislature appointed a vom- 
mittee -to inspect the state’s exhibit 
and appropriated $25.000 for expenses. 
Coolidge was among those put on the 
committee. The day the news ap- 
peared in the papers Coolidge was at- 
tending a class reunion at Amherst.and 
the following conversation took place 
between Coolidge and a classmate: 


Classmate—I see they’ve put you on 
that committee to visit the fair. at 
San Francisco. 

Coolidge—Yep. 

Classmate—That’ll be a fine thing 
for you. It'll be a nice trip. You'll 
see a lot of the country. Never been 
far west, have you? 

Coolidge—Nope. 

See Massachusetts First. 

Classmate— Well, this is a great op- 
portunity for you to see the Rocky 
mountains and California, and all that. 
Coolidge—Maybe. 

Classmate—It sure will be fine. 
Guess you've never had as nice a trip 
as that, have you? 

Coolidge—N ope. 

Classmate—That’ll be fine. 
see a lot of new things. 

Coolidge—Not. goin’. 

Classmate—Not going? Why not? 

Coolidge—See Massachusetts first. 

This laconic phrase was a slightly 
cryptic but clearly understood varia- 
tion of the popular slogan made cur- 
rent at the time by the management of 
the fair, by which paraphrase Cool- 
idge meant that for a man in Massa- 
chusetts politics it was more prudent 
to see his own state first than to see 
America first. But the additional and 
more important meaning wag revealed 
some months later, when the succeed- 
ing legislature, having a factional com- 
plexion unfriendly to the preceding 
one, conducted an investigation of the 
junket and of the details of the ex- 
penditure of the $25,000—in which 
investigation Coolidge, by virtue of his 
cautious foresight about such matters, 
played the role of observer instead of 
vietim.

_ Brunswick's position on this ques- 
tion, which it is believed locally is 
in thorough accord with a vast ma- 
jority of the people of Georgia, is 
that this matter be entirely separated 
from politics; that a commission of 
outstanding citizens of the state be ap- 
pointed to make an industrial survey 
of the state, calling in experts in the 
various lines of production and dis- 
tribution and first determine whether 
the state really needs a port termi- 
nal, and if so, to recommend what 
its scope shall be and offer some fi- 
nancial plan for its realization. 

Brunswick, however, has proceeded 
along the line of port development 
since this matter was first brought up 
in the state and is making prelimi- 
nary plans to build terminals ample 
to handle products of the entire state, 
if a survey now being made shows 
that such terminals are needed in 
Georgia. 

Mayor Outlines Views. 

“The city of Brunswick.” Mayor 
Maleolm McKinnon said Saturday, 
“now has before the legislature an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
state of Georgia giving this city addi- 
tional uuthority to issue bonds for the 
building of municipal docks to the 
amount of seven per cent of her tax- 
able values. We will ask the legis- 
lature to pass this measure at the ap- 
proaching session and will then urge 
the people of the state to ratify same 
at the general election in November. 
While the bill amends the econstitu- 
tion of the state it applies only to the 
city of Brunswick. 

“This step was taken in order to 
put Brunswick in position to build 
extensive terminals whenever her peo- 
ple feel that they are needed.

NEW HIGHS SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, June 14.—High tempera- 
tures endangering the wheat crop in 
the southwest lifted the wheat market 
to day to above any price which 
September or December delivery had 
heretofore touched this season. Clos- 
ing quotations for wheat were strong 
at 7-Se to 11-2@15-Sc net gain, with 
corn unchanged to 1-2c up, oats vary- 
ing from 1-8@1-4c decline to 1-4c 
advance and provisions unchanged to 
7c higher. 

Notwithstanding heavy sales to 
realize profits and despite other sell- 
ing based on belief that a reaction 
was due after a week's advance, the 
wheat market showed a decided up- 
ward tendency throughout the day. 
Highest prices were reached just be- 
fore the finish of trading, and after 
strenuous efforts had failed to stup the 
advance from overtopping $1.14 for 
September. Special attention was 
given to reports that the bulk of the 
wheat crop in the big producing region 
of Kansas and much of western UOkla- 
homa was in either the milk or the 
dough stage of development, and was 
extremely susceptible to shrinkage or 
blight. 

Record of better export de:nand at 
the seaboard tended somewhat to ac- 
celerate the upward swing of the 
wheat market. It was estimated that 
500,000 bushels had been taken for 
Europe, including 200,000 bushels to 
be shipped by the wal of the Gulf of 
Mexico. It was also reported that 
500,000 bushels had been sold out of 
elevators at Minneapolis to millers in 
other cities, and that a big trade in 
flour was under way in Great Britain.

] Rail Shares in Line To Recover 
Much of Lost Prestige--Barnum 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, June 14.—This week's 
developments in the money and se- 
curity markets give broad interest to 
a letter received today from a trus- 
tee of an investment tund. The letter 
says: “I append below a list of the 
securities that we now hold and at 
your convenience I wish you would 
see what the market price of these 
are and just what it would mean to 
us to dispose of them. It seems too 
had, inasmuch as we are so limited 
for capital that we cannot get a 
little more return on our _ invest- 
ments than these securities produce. 
The thought of most of the trustees 
in discussing the subject last night 
was that if we could sell these securi- 
ties without too great a loss, we could 
reinvest the proceeds in guaranteed 
mortgages paying six per cent which 
would «give us considerable more re- 
turn. Would appreciate any com- 
ment or suggestion you might make.” 

All of the investments are in pre- 
ferred stocks of railroads and from 
the prices paid the investments were 
made some years ago. For example 
$100 was paid for Atchison preferred 
receiving five per cent dividends. 
Illinois Central preferred receiving 
six per cent dividends cost 106. Union 
Pacific preferred costing 76 for one 
lot and 100 for another receives four 
per cent dividends. Northern Pacific 
receiving five per cent cost 100. 

Figured on the cost price the in- 
come return on these stocks is 4.98 
per cent. That is a very small re- 
turn, making a guaranteed six per 
cent mortgage look attractive. How- 
ever, two points are to be considered, 
the question of the loss to be taken on 
the original investment and that of 
security. 

Today Atchison preferred is selling 
around 90. Northern Pacific around 
03, Union Pacific preferred around 
2, Illinois Central preferred around 


These figures mean that if the 
stocks were sold around present 
prices there would be a loss in prin- 
cipal of 16 per cent. 

That is a heavy loss to take. If 
the outlook is for a further shrink- 
age in principal the loss should be 
taken and taken at once. 

Irom the prices paid,: however, it 
appears that these railroad stocks 
were purchased before the market 
was depressed by the flood of war- 
time European selling. That the 
market for railway securities had to 
bear the brunt of this forced foreign 
liquidation of American investments 
is well known. It is also known that 
so far only comparatively few of the 
American railway shares sold here by 
foreign investors during the war have 
been repurchased. These facts must 
be taken into consideration in deal- 
ing with long standing investments 
in railway shares as well as the ac- 
tual position of the carriers as to 
earnings and outlook. 

Regarding the position of our rail- 
roads. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the most conservative and ex- 
perienced railway bankers in Wall 
street are more hopeful than at any

| Shares made their high records. Dur- 


ing this period there has been much 
constructéve legislation designed to 
bring about helpful government regu- 
lation, with the result that today 
there is less antagonism on the part 
of the public against the carriers 
than any time within the memory of 
uny one now in Wall street.

In brief the best banking opinion 
here is that within the next few 
years railway shares will recover 
much of the prestige in the invest- 
ment markets lost since 1906.

In the case of the 
railroads they aw greatly under- 
developed.

Washington, June 14.—The treas- 
ury received offers for $609,192,500 
on its last issue of certificates of in- 
debtedness, which was announced as

terest rate of two and three-quarters 
per cent. Announcement of the total 
subscriptinos, made tonight by Secre- 
tary Mellon, said also that the treas- 
ury had accepted $193,065,000 of the 
offering. 

While the rate on the new securi- 
ties was the lowest since the issue of 
bonds over 15 years ago, almost $125,- 
000,000 of those allotted were paid for 
by maturing certificates or by treas- 
ury three-year notes which mature 
Monday. Both of the maturnig issues 
bore much higher interest rates, but 
the easy money market, together with 
the fact that te certificates just issued 
are for only six months, accomplished 
what-is regarded by the treasury as 
unusual success for the issue. 

Allotment of the amount accepted 
on the new issue marked the second 
phase of the June operations, which 
include paying off more than $500,- 
000,000 in maturing certificates and 
three-year notes, collection of the 
June 15 installment of income taxes, 
and payment by the British govern- 
ment of approximately $69,000,000 as 
an installment on its debt to the 
United States.

J. Nalley, prominent Atlanta civil 
engineer, to locate relatives of Pru-

The skull was furrowed from a 
shallow grave on Luckie street, near 
Cain, on the site of a new building.

“Prudence Bainbridge” was written.

Near the 
railroad station, witnesses testified, 
Miasco turned a stream of water on 
the klansmen. A number of proséetu- 
tion witnesses said a command “halt— 
open fire,”” came from the ranks of 
the klansmen, while others said the 
first shots were fired from “behind 
Miasco.” 

| Charge of Judge. 

Judge T. P. Finletter, in his charge, 
said the evidence was contradictory. 
Several witnesses, he added, testified 
that Evans had _ protected himself 
from the water. If that was true, the 
court said, Evans should be acquitted, 
but if, as other evidence tended to 
show, Evans with others was inn com- 
mission of unlawful assembly. then 
he and the other defendants under in- 
dictment were responsible for al] the 
acts that proceeded therefrom.

United States are slowing up percep- 
tibly in the vast majority of cities 
and towns but continuing steadily in 
many large cities, according to the 
national monthly building survey of 
S. W. Straus & Co., made public 
here yesterday. : 

In more than 330 cities and towns 
covered by the survey, May building 
permits and plans filed were 8 r 
cent ahead of May, 1923. Outside New 
York city the volume of permits issued 
was substantially the same last month 
as in May, 1923, the gains acquired in 
Chicago, Detroit, Washington, Seat- 
tle, Cincinnati, Dallas, St. Paul, Bal- 
timore, Hartford, Newark and a num- 
ber of other cities being balanced

cities and towns,

broke even, while the eastern group 
gained 30 per cent. : 

Building activities in New York con- 
tinued to be an outstanding feature of 
interest. The five boroughs reported 
gains in May of $25,000,000. uild- 
ing plans filed in the nation’s metrop- 
olis for the half-year period are now 
sure ta pass the half-billion-dollar 
mark, and some observers declare that 
1924 will be a billion-dollar building 
year in New York.

[In Life of City 


It is generally conceded that the 
Young Women’s Christian association 
fills a place of much importance in 
every large community and many are 
aware that this Christian institution 
is of inestimable value to Atlanta; 


but only those who get beneath the 
surface ang realize the actual daily 
problems with which it deals, can ap- 
preciate just what a wonderful asset 
it is in the religious and civic life of 
the city. 

There came to me the thought as 
case after case was presented to mg, 
what a weight of anxiety must be 
lifted from the hearts of those back 
home in some quiet rural district, 
when it is known that the young 
daughter, seeking the larger opportu- 
nity offered by Atlanta, has found 
herself safely anchored through the 
help of this friendly service. 

It became evident at once that be- 
tween Mrs. E. B. Hume, of the room 
registry com ittee and the Travelers’ 
Aid, with Mrs. Payne, as the efficient 
head, a fine spirit of cooperation must 
exist. Not infrequently both are call- 
ed even at the midnight hour, for 
the safeguarding of some belated 
girl arrival in the city, or for the pro- 
tecting of others as they make a 
change of trains. Only those who give 
a serious thought to these problems 
of youth and the big city, with all 
the woe that might easily become in- 
volved, can realize what the joining 
cf these helpful hands must mean. a 


A Typical Case. 


Many cases come before me as I 
write, one of which is that of a young 
girl threatened with pellagra and re 
sultant blindness. She had come 
from a rural community, out of a 
family of ten children, to make her 
own way in the city. Seon she was 
stricken, but with Spartan courage 
fought on to maintain her independ- 
ence, The condition of her health and 
her mind was found to be such, how- 
ever, as could only be restored by the 
proper sort of diet and this her own 
slender means could not afford, 
Through the “Y. W.” a place was 
found for her to live, and with the 
wholesome daily lunches’ furnished 
there, she is regaining her health and 
working cheerfully. 


Another especially sad case is that 
of a young woman, also threatened 
with blindness, who found it necessary 
to give up her work as a typist. The 
conditions under which she was forced 
to live by reason of her slender purse, 
were most unimaginable. Having 
been reared in an atmosphere of re- 
finement such a situation as she found 
herself in seemed almost intolerable. 
With resources well nigh exhausted 
from having put a younger sister 
through school and courageously bear- 
ing other financial burdens, she found 
herself facing possible blindness, It 
was then her fortitude gave way, and 
declaring the game not to _ be 
‘worth the eandle,.”’ she contemplated 
In this crisis she 
reached out and touched the friendly 
hand of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian association. At once a _ diligent 
search for a home was made by those 
interested in her case, and many fer- 
vent prayers were offered. Soon there 


came an answer to the prayers when | 


the phone in the registry office rang 
with an inquiry for a young woman 
of refinement who *»ight take the 
place of an absent member of the 
household, who had gone to live in a 
distant city.

Facts and Figures Given 
On Woman's Missionary W ork 


BY MRS. B. D. GRAY. 


In October, 1800, the first woman’s 
missionary organization was formed 
by Baptists and Congregationalists, 
with Mary Webb, a Baptist, as secre- 
tary and treasurer. 

In 1802 Baptist women organized 
a “Home Mission society” for the 
“spread of evangelical truth in the 
United States.” 

Eighteen and nineteen merks the 
date of the first united organization 
of womanh’s work in the Methodist 
church. In 1834 the “First General 
Missionary society,” a society for the 
promotion of female education in the 
east,” was formed in England through 
efforts of Dr. David Abeel. one of the 
earliest missionaries to China. 

Dr.. Abeel visited America in 1836 
hoping to inaugurate a similar organi 
zation, but not until 1861 did the seed 
bring forth fruit. 

Then a “Woman’s Union Mission- 
ary society” was inaugurated in the 
same parlor where, twenty-five years 
— the subject had been present- 
ed. 

Only seven years were needed to 
prove that the work was too great for 
inter-denominational effort. 

Congregational women first formed 
a separate organization, followed by 
northern Methodist women. 

The Baptist women of the north in 
1881 formed in Boston the Woman's 
Baptist Foreign Mission socicty. Six 


‘vears later (1887) in Chicago was 


Woman's Baptist Home 
Mission society. Other organizations 
in other denominations followed 
rapidly. Organized effort had been 
proven to be a plan by which strength 
is amassed and the individua! has the 
advantage of working with all the mo 
mentum given by the united body. 


Organized In 1888. ‘ 


Southern © Baptist women were 
among the most conservative. They 
hesitated to advance until fully as- 
sured that it was indeed the Master's 
voice bidding them “Go Forward.” 
Though local societies and state cen- 
tral committees had long been in ex- 
istence and doing great good, it wos 
not until 1888 that the Woman's 
Missionary Union, auxiliary to the 
Southern Baptist convention, our 
general organization, was formed. 

A careful review of all organized 
work of women in 4ill evangelical 
churches during the past forty or fifty 
years challenges the admiration of the 
Christian world and increases appre- 
ciation of how women have been help- 
ers in God’s Kingdom and convinces 
an unbelieving world that God has 
conferred a high honor upon woman 
in endowing her with the will and 
power to serve lost humanity

Missionary union,” auxiliary to the 
Southern Baptist convention reported 
a total of 22.256 missionary societies, 
of which number 11,711 sre young 
people's organizations. 


Seventeen thousand and ninety-nine 
mission study classes were conducted 
By these organized societies. 


Mrs. W. C. Lowndes, treasurer of 
this Woman’s Missionary union, gav4 
the information during the recent 
convention in Atlanta, that since 1888, 
the date of organization, the Wom- 
an’s Missionary union had given in 
these thirty-six years $19,914,000 to 
missions and education. 

Altars Reestablished. 


We must not forget that this stu- 
pendous achievement of our organized 
women has been made possible he- 
cause for generations back the south 
has been peopled with God-fearing, 
God-serving mothers and fathers, who 
taught their children and likewise 
their slaves reverence and obedience. 
These ante-bellum women were cul- 
tured, rich, godly and reigning queens 
in their own homes. 


At the close of the war in 1865 the 
women of the south helped ro reestab- 
lish the altars in homes and churches: 
organized Sunday schools, Ladies? 
Aid scoieties, helped to pay pastors’ 
salaries, held cottage prayer-meet- 
ings; convenanted together to fast 
and privy for the coming of the new 
day when the knowledge of the Lord 
would fill the whole earth. Such 
faith, vision and importunate suppli- 
cation antedated all organizations of 
W. M. U.’s. B. Y. P. U.'s, Epworth 
Leagues, Christian Endeavors and 
even Y. M. C. A.’s and Y. W. C, A, 
organizations, 


Let us thank God reverently for 
those great and glorious women who 
put holy things first in their lives, 
and by their individual greatness in 
personal sacrifice and holy aspira- 
tions, helped to bring on this great 
day of organized church activities. 


My own precious mother, so lately 
translated to. the glorious eternity 
awaiting her, said to me a few years 
age: “Yes, daughter, I am thrilled 
by all that organized women are ac- 
complishing in God’s Kingdom: but in 
the hurry of achievement your younger 
women are in danger of neglecting the 
source of our power in the long ago, 
when we gave as individuals. Be- 
ware of placing Service in the place 
of Worship.” In other words: “Do 
not be so busy serving the Master 
that you neglect the more important 
duty of communing daily with the 
Heavenly Father. Have a time set 
apart and hold inviolate for medita- 
tion and prayer.” “Spiritua! things 


The great Dr. Josiah Strong gave | 


voice to these words a quarter of a 
century ago: “A foothold has been 
secured, a fulerum found, the gospe! 
lever put in place; but the future wil! 
see the wonderful uplift.” Of home 
missions this same great man wrote: 
“The wondrous facts of American 
history are the mighty alphabet with 
which God writes His prophecies.” 
It seems that with infinite wisdom 
and skill He is training the Anglo- 
Saxon race for an hour to come im 
the world’s history.’ These words 
written in 1900 came to fulfillment 
in 1917-1918 in the world wer.

A Gift From God. 

Ivra was a very devout man and 
Aci epted the good fortune that had 
eme to him as a gift from the Al- 
fnighty. He gathered together be- 
tween seven and eight thousand Jews 
and arranged for them to meet at 
Ahava, outside the walls of Babylon. 

At this rendezvou the Jews 
-eamped for three days, during which 
time they learned that they had no 
Levites in their company; only a few 
had returned with Zerubhabel. Mes- 
sengers were sent to Babylon and 
thirty-eight Levites and two hundred 
and twenty temple servants were se- 
cured, 

After fasting and praver, Fra and 
his companions started ont on. their 
Jong journey to Palestine.

University Summer School Will 
Open I wenty-First Session ]une23 


The twenty-first annual session of 
the University summer school] will 
commence on June 23 and continue 
through August 22. Never in the 
history of the school has there been 
brighter prospects for attendauce and 
it is believed that the enrollment will 
execed that of last year which was 
two thousand, 

Cooperating with the summer school 
authorities to make the session a 
success and to encourage the largest 
attendance the school has ever had, 
the officials of the city, county cham- 
ber of commerce, corporations, busi- 
nese and professional men“ and the 
general public are exercising every 
porsible effort to make the 1924 ses- 
sion the banner session of the school. 
With all of these agencies actively 
engaged in the support of the school, 
the results are bound to be gratify- 
ing and the term a successful one. 

The school is officered by Dr. 
Charles M. Snelling, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia; Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule, president of the state college 
of agriculture; Dr. J. M. Pound, presi- 
dent of the state normal = school; 
Chancellor David C. Barrow, chan- 
cellor of the University of Georgia, 
and Dr. J. S. Stewart, director. Dr. 
Stewart is actively in charge of the 
direction of the school and under his 
able management the university sum- 
mer school has out-ranked all others 
in the south. 

Strong Faculty. 

The faculty is made up from the 
pick of educators and entertainers of 
the country. Many of them are con- 
nected with the University of Georgia, 
but there is quite a number from this 
and other states. The work given 
here meets every requirement for 
those whe desire preparation for de- 
grees. It is a recognized institution, 
has become a ranking school among 
the summer schools of the nation. 

In 1905 the state made the first ap- 
propriation for its suppert and since 
that time the members of the coun- 
ceil have carried on the work, though 
stinted, to a remarkably = successful 
degree. Year by year it has grown 
in importance until the present time 
when it is outranking many of the 
older institutions of the south both 
in attendance and in curriculum. 

The action of the municipality, 
eounty and chamber of commerce urg- 
ing and requesting the girls and wom- 
en of the state to attend the approach- 
ing session is an indication of the in- 
terest which the people of Athens hag 
for the student body. It is a general 
welcome and a sincere one which all 
are invited to accept and make Ath- 
ens home, for at least the period of 
the summer school eession. 

The summer school is offering 
eight courses in law this year. These 
courses are open to students who have 
not completed fifteen units in the 
high school. In September only those 
who have completed the high school 
and fifteen hours in college may reg- 
ister in the law school. In Septem- 
ber, 1925, only those who have com- 
pleted two years in college or 30 houre 
may register in the law school. It 
will be seen, therefore, that by regis- 
tering in the law department on June 
28 students may complete the law 

course in three years. The re- 
quirement for one and two years of 
pre-law college work does not go into 
effect, until September. Many mature 
students, therefore, that cannot well 
afford the extra year in college should 
register this summer for their law 
work, 

High School Certification. 

The present high school licenses wil! 
remain in force until they expire. 
Holders of these should begin this 
summer to meet the requirements for 
converting these into state high schoo] 
certificates—provisional or profession- 
al. normal or college. Fill ot state 
department certificate blank and find 
out from the superintendent what 
you will need. ; 
ae the old license expires must have 
two veare of college or normal work 
(30 hours) beyond graduation from 
a four year high school. For a pro- 
fessiona! certificate these 30 hours 
must inelude nine beure in education, 
(18 semester hours). As #t present, 
in a senior accredited high school em- 
phasis wil) be pnt_apen the 4 year 
college graduate. To secure 4 state 
professional cellege certificate the ap- 
plicant must show college graduation 
and 9 hours (tS eemester hours) of 
professional work.

Re the Tie That Binds.” 
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Competitive Art Exhibit Given 
By Columbus Federated Clubs 


BY JULIA COLLIER HARRIS. 
An exhibition of paintings under 
the auspices of the City Federation of 
Columbus, which was catied the 
“Naegele Competitive Exhibition,” 
opened on May 22 at 4 o’clock with 
a private view, to’ which the heads 
of the civic organizations and the 
teaching bodies of Columbus were In- 
vited. The pictures and art objects 
were housed in the Muscogee club ar- 
cade, and the exhibition room was 
transformed by the committee on ar- 
rangements into an art gallery of. real 
beauty and distinction. 

The problem of bare walls, usually 
so unattractive as a background for 
pictures, in the present case was hap- 
pily solved and the ordinary plaster 
surface was draped with hand-woven 
shawls of Persian, Indian, Chinese 
and French workmanship, loaned by 
members of the committee on ar- 
rargements. These shawls were fasten- 
ed flat against the wall so as to give 
an unobtrusive effect of tapestry in 
shades or russet, claret, wood-color 
and warm gray, and against them 
the pictures are hung. No_ more 
beautiful background for printings 
could be devised. 

Three cases of rare and lovely art 
objects were placed at the far end 
of the hall, all of these loaned by Mr. 
Naegele and Columbus collectors. Mr. 
Naegele’s collection represents years 
of selection and acquisition, and 1n- 
cludes Tanagra pieces, Assyrian 
fragments, Egyptian scarabs, antique 
glasses, and silver coins and orna- 
ments of great value. 

In the other cabinets were beauti- 
ful pieces of Bohentian glass, fine 
cloissonne from China and Japan, 
brasses and bronzes from China and 
Russia, decorated boxes from Czecho- 
Slovakia, and figures of Royal Copen- 
hagen from Denmark. 

All these interesting accessories, 
beautiful in themselves, served to set 
off the charm of the paintings vhich 
cover both sides of the gallery. Four- 
teen of these were lent by New York 
galleries, mo&t of them being the work 
of members of the national academy. 

Seven Portraits. 

In addition to the fourteen paint- 
ings to be voted on by all visitors 
were seven portraits by C. F. Naegele, 
likenesses of Isma Dooly, Gunby Jor- 
don, the late Mrs, Jordan, the late 
Mrs. Walteoa, Therdore Foley, Judge 
Lumpkin and Tom Hudson, son of 
Mr. and:-Mrs. Chariton Hudson. 

It was especially appropriate that 
the portrait of Miss Dooly should be 
on display at the time, since fcr years 
she was active in prompting art in- 
terests in Atlanta and was one of the 
group of Atlantans to form an art 
association in this city more than 75 
years ago, which association main- 
tained an art school under the direc- 


tion of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Osgood; 


for several years and offered scholar- 

ships at this school to students. 
During those years exhibitions of a 

nature similar to the one given In Co-

| lumbus were sponsored by the Atlanta 


Art association, and through the col- 
umns of The Atlanta Constitution 
Miss Dooly’ ceastantly urged club 
women and general readers to support 
all sincere efforts toward the spread 
of art appreciation in the south. 

At the opening view, after the in- 
vited guests were assembled, Mr. 
Naegele made a short talk on the 
ideals and purposes of the exhibit. He 
emphasized the fact that the exhibi- 
tion was being given primarily for the 
benefit of the young people of Colum- 
bus, with the object of arousing in 
them a love for and understanding of 
fine arts. Naturally, he said, if the 
pupils in the schools are encouraged 
to think of the arts of painting and 
decoration as being indispensable te 
the progress of the community, when 
they grow up they will pass on this 
message of appreciation of the beauti- 
ful as a part of one’s daily life to 
their own young people. 

Mr. Naegele pointed out the educa- 
tional value of the scheme of the pres- 
ent exhibition, its voting feature hav- 
ing the effect of stimulating the inter- 


est of the young visitors and of mak- 
ing them feel a personal interest in it. 
Another good feature of the plan, as 
outlined by Mr. Naegele, was the com- 
petition in all the grades for which 
prizes were offered for the best essay 
submitted on a chosen painting by 
each pupil visiting the exhibition. 

The exhibition lasted two weeks, 
committees from the federated wo- 
men’s clubs acting as hostesses each 
day. ‘Talks were made before the 
pupils of all the public schools, in- 
cluding the negro schools, explaining 
the plan of the exhibition, and invit- 
ing the children to call and vote, 
special days being set apart for groups 
of schools, and a whole day for the 
colored schools. An admittance fee 
of ten cents was charged. 


Exhibition Well Attended. 


The exhibition was well attended 
and all visitors, whether school chil- 
dren or adults, expressed their inter- 
est by voting on their favorite paint- 
ing, The picture which won the larg- 
est ballot was “A March Day,” by 
Merritt Post, and it is planned to 
purchase this painting as a nucleus .

| Old Midway Church —

On the Dixie highway, going north 
from Brunswick to Savannah, on? 
passes through the lower part of the 
wounty of Liberty. This road leads 
ver causeways and -bridges, under 
4:08s-laden trees, and then suddenly

avead, of a beautiful, lofty-spired 
“white church—which is the renowned 
Midway church. The road leads on 
Letween the building and the brick- 
salled cemetery, but if one cares to 
tisit them it can be done by hunting 
un the caretaker who keeps the keys. 
* On the outer wall of the church is 
a& bronze tablet, placed by the Bruns- 
ai®k chapter, D. A. R., and descend- 
Jnuts of this colony, giving in a few 
ines the name of the church an 
rome outstanding record of its people. 

However, the character of any peo- 
rie generally has its foundation in 
the thoughts and actions of centuries 
of ancestors, so let us look back a 
jittle and see where the

A company of Puritans met at Ply- 
wouth, England, on March 50, 1630. 
pnd after “a day of prayer and fast- 
mg and a sermon,” accompanied by 
their two ministers, set Sail in their 
ewn ehartered vessel, the Mary anil 
John, reaching the harbor of Nan- 
tueket May 30, 1630. 
. They settled a place in Massachu- 
<eits, which they named Dorchester. 
fv» honor of the old home s# many of 
teem left in England.

-wors, becoming dissatisfied, many re- 
moved to Dorchester, Conn. Here 
they remained for sixty years, when 
come pushed on to find new fields.

chester, St, John’s parish, Georgia. 
Church Established. 

Dr. Stacy's history says that “on 
Menday ye 15th of June, 1742, five 
of the said society set off for Med- 
uay . . . and got a grant of 
’2 400 acres of land to be reserved for 
ia eighteen months.” Later, others 
vot a grant of 9,550 acres more of 
land. “They were known simply as 
settlers on the Medway and Newport 
“vers, and their house of worship as 
the Meeting House.” In speaking of 
the name Midway (as it is now 
called), Dr. Stacy further says that 
“My own opinion is that the district 
or neighborhood was named -Medway 
a‘ter the river of that name in Engz- 
land, and which soon degenerated inio 
‘he more common and familiar name 
of Midway.” 

In 1754 the colonists erected a loz 
house for religious worship, ‘The 
church was of the Congregational oc 
ludependent form. 

They soon held a meeting for the 
purpose of forming a covenant and 
a'so looking towards building a more 
convenient house of worship, which 
vas bnoilt in 1756... the ‘and being 
ceeded hy Jahn Stevens and wife, an! 
ike contract. for sawing the 
(by hand) ta James Maxwell. 

The salary. of the. minister was 
reised by renting the pews and 3 
was the eusfom. on the dav of ren*- 
ing. for eache member to give his note 
for that amount. ’ 

Special rules were adopted covering 
rithts to vote. privileges, choice 
sents, ete. and a “Book of Rights” 
kent of all amounts paid in. 

This building wae burned hr 
Reitish under Colonel TPrevost 
1778. 

With all of her sons, who were 
able to bear arms, serving in the Rev- 
elutionary war, the ¢hurch burned, 
the farms destroyed, their pastor, 
Rey. Allen, imprisoned, and in trying 
to escape was drowned, the commu- 
nity was almost broken up for a long 
time: but we find this sturdy, un- 
conquerable people returning in 1782, 
and in 1792 they rebuilt the present 
church on the same spot as that 
burned,

any in Liberty, and that, too, in a 
county .where the negroes are in a 
majority. 


Has Splendid Recerd. 

This church is considered 
est wooden chureh in Georgia, 
haps in the'south. . 

It is wonderful not oply in the 
durability of its building, but more 
so in the lasting influence of her 
sons and daughters. As the radio 
broadcasts the voice, which goes on 
and on, encircling the globe as far 
as the wave lengths go, so has the 
mighty influence for good gone over 
and around the world, even unto the 
heathen countries of China, Japan, 
Korea and Burma of the Orient, 
where nine of her’ missionaries 
labored. 

This church has given to her coun- 
try S6 ministers of the gospel (51 
Presbyterians, 19 Baptists, 13 Meth- 
odists and three Episcopalians). Can 
any other church in all Georgia 
equal that, and -in the space of a 
litthe ever a century? 

In the center of this beautiful and 
sacred cemetery is the $10,000 
erected by the U, 8. gov- 
ernment to the memory of two Revo- 
lutionary generals, Screven and Stew- 
ari. The latter is the great grand- 
father of ex-President Roosevelt. _ 

On the left is a small monument of 
the great philanthropist, John Lam- 
bert, who died December, 1786. His 
will reads in part: “I beqneath to the 
church and society «* * * one silver 
tankard and two communion cups.” 
The yearly income of hig estate was 
for charitable, religious, and educa- 
tional work, “or wherever = any 
pious and good purpose may be an- 
swered in the chureh of. Midway.” 
Although this fund has been much 
reduced in the 138 years, this com- 
munity is still being benefited by it. 

In 1865 the cemtery was used as 
a slaughtes pen and fhe church as a 
slaughter house by Sherman’s army. 

Fortunately the church was spared. 
but the homes were. all burned, and 
the plantations wrecked. The people 
scattered, many remaining in their 
summer residences in the villages of 
Walthourville, Flemington, and .Dor- 
chester,
